July LM.—A fierce tor- 
i ado. characterized by a wind storm 
of extraordinary 
velocity, 
thunder. 
\i\'id lightning and a heavy rain, sud­ 
denly burst upon Baltimore at 1:30 
P. rn. yesterday, coming 
from

southwest, with the net result that ll 
persons lost tluir li\os, hundreds of 
houses were unroofed, trees in the 
I ublic parks and streets were torn up 
by the roots, many 
buildings dam­ 
aged and several people injured. 
The 
storm exhausted itself in less than 
lf minutes. 
The damage done in the 
business part of th e city was com- 
intuitively slight, being confined to 
the blowing down of signs and in 
juries to roofs.
